The convention voted to send 
each legislative candidate within 
the next few days a-questionnaire ` 
requesting him to define his stand 
on the subject, dnd to publish the 
answers in newspapers of the 
State. 

Members of the Junior Chamber 
of Commerce will be appointed to 
a strong legislative committee, dt 
the rate of twd members from 
each. local unit. In advocating 
action on the livestock !àw pro- 
posal, Chairman Hays told ‘of the 
appalling death rate from automo- 
biles in the United States. 

"With the exception of 
States, Florida has the highest 
death toli in. this respect,” Hays 
said. ("This is due almost entirely 
to the presence of cattle on our 
highways. 

“The eyes of the United States 
are on this junior chamber of ¢om- 
merce committee as it labors’ fo- 
ward erasing «an evil that has 
branded Florida as an ox-cart state 
in.an automobile age.” s 

Hays displayed news stories and 
editorials from important news- 
papers in-New York City, Atlanta, 
another ‘parts of the nation, 
commenting on the work of thé 
committee sponsoring the live- 
stock law.
